The Colored Schools—Thelr Teachers
and Puplls,

Tus IxeriToTe Yor ConorEp YouTn was first
estublished by the will of Richard Humphreys,
i promment member ot the Society of Friends,
who bequeathed the sum of ten thousgnd dol-
lars for Lhe bullding of an {nstitution 10 be de-
voted to the instruction of the colored youth.
In 1852, thirty members of this same Society,
formed into an sasoutation, received the funds,
and endeavored 1o locate an institution within
the eity hmits, slthough for a long period this
endeavor wus unsuccessful, In 1851 s school
for boys was founded, and during the same
year a departmont tor girls sdded, qrhe found-
ing of these schools, us an experiment, proyed
eminently successful, A good and sound eduoca-
tion, both English snd classical, was given to
many bright minds worthy of the labor be
stowed upon them, and fully moeting the
